Has Been Accorded Both Serial Nos . 10/018,940 and 10/031,249 

On October 23, 2001, the 30th-month deadline calculated 
from the claimed priority date. Applicant timely paid the 
large entity U.S. National Fee and filed various other papers 
for entry of P.C.T. Application No. PCT/GBOO/0 1 493 into the 
U.S. National Phase. The return-postcard for this filing, 
date-stamped October 23, 2001, was accorded Application 
Serial No. 10/031,249, but was not processed until February 
2002, by the Patent and Trademark Office because of the U.S. 
postal disruption, which commenced on October 21, 2001. 

On October 30, 2001, Applicant filed a Declaration, two 
Small Entity Statements, paid the required surcharge of 
$65.00, and requested a refund of one-half the U.S. National 
Fee paid on October 23, 2001. This mailing was processed by 
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the PTO on January 8, 2002, prior to the filing of October 
23, 2001. The October 30, 2001, filing was accorded Applica- 
tion Serial No. 10/018,940. 

On February 12, 2002, an Information Disclosure State- 
ment was filed for this U.S. National Phase P.C.T. Applica- 
tion in Application Serial No. 10/018,940. 

Because the October 30, 2001, filing was processed be- 
fore the initial October 23, 2001, filing, this U.S. National 
Phase ("371") patent application has mistakenly been accorded 
two serial numbers by the PTO: 10/018,940 and 10/031,249. 

On April 1, 2002, a "Notification of Missing Require- 
ments under 35 U.S.C. 371" was issued for Application Serial 
No. 10/031,249. All of the "Missing Requirements" for Appli- 
cation Serial No. 10/031,249 were filed with the Patent and 
Trademark Office on October 30, 2001, and should be found in 
the file-wrapper for Application Serial No. 10/018,940. 

Application Serial Nos . 10/018,940 and 10/031,249 repre- 
sent the same application and the file-wrappers for these two 
application serial numbers should be merged into a single 
file and only a single serial number should be assigned to 
this application. 

In conclusion, all "missing requirements" for Applica- 
tion Serial No. 10/031,249 were filed on October 30, 2001, 
along with a Request for Refund of one-half of the U.S. 
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National Fee timely paid on October 23, 2001, and that such 
"missing requirements" were filed under Application Serial 
No. 10/018,940, which was the first serial number accorded 
this application. No further requirements for entry of P.C.T. 
Application No. PCT/GBOO/0 1 493 remain outstanding and, it is 
respectfully contended, that no additional fees are due at 
this t ime .
